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1. On 20 and 24 April AECASSOwARY 2 talked to the undersigned hy phone. 


One of his friends in I\[ev York named Zi'ilY^ who vas given a POA to he a ta-pe 
recorder operator and announcer for the PYREX tapes ^ received a letter from 
the moraine vhich said between the lines that ZI^lIY^s cousin^ 

, would be dancing i^rith the Bolshoi in New York and would like to 
see Zlv'irX. Before this inaxter caine to AECASSOV/ARY 2's attention^ 22'iIY had 
already told a Ulcrainian friend on the Aiuerican Committee for Liberation^ who

in turn told a Russian on the Committee^ who in turn called up Sol HUROK's 
secretary for permission for the cousins to meet. As ZlilY should have expected, 
the HUROK organization said it would be impossible for them to meet and to 
please forget the whole matter. ZI'IIY then went and waited outside the 
Metropolitian Opera where he sought the advice of a New York uniformed police- 
man who also informed him that these dancei’s were Soviets and xmder control 
and that it wo\fLd be very difficult and very dangerous for him to meet them. 
After telling two or three other Ulcrainian emigres in New York, a<lIY finally 
got in touch with AECASSOWARY 2 who phoned here . AECASSOViARY 2 was advised 
that should the cousins meet, ZiilY should tiT to find a pretext for keeping in 
correspondence with SMCH and intimidate that he wouldn't mind traveling to the 
Ulcraine himself to see his father. AECASSOWARY 2 disliked the latter suggestion 
because one of ZI-ilY's brothers was a raember of the UPA who was killed in action 
in 1944 . Between 20 and 24 April the two cousins met in SEIiH's hotel and 




subsequently had a telephone conversation. SEIifl asked 22iIY if he would like 
to go back to the Ukraine. 234IY said no, he was starting a nex/ life here in 
America and after all the other surviving brother was now living in KazaJchstan 
ajid apparently didn't want to return to the Ulcraine either. SEKH said that 
he was maxried to another dancer in the Bolshoi Company vrho \ras also in New 
York. (No reference to children.) SECIi said he spent his summer holidays in 
Lvov Oblast with his parents every year and that his younger brother was 
dancing in the ballet in Lvov. SEKH said that perhaps the Ulcrainian Dance 
Ensemble^ which is now touring Western Europe, will come to the United States. 
SEKH and a-IIY expect to meet on Tuesday, 28 April, when ZitEY will show SEKH 
his recording studio. When asked if there was anything he woilLd like as a 
gift, SEKH said yes, some classical phonograph records. 

2. AECASSOWARY 2 also said that his publication, the UICEEAINMN IHF0RI4ATI0N 

BULLETIN , had been mentioned twice during the month of March in the Ulcrainian 
Conimunist newspaper published in Warsaw, Nashe Slovo : Specifically, in No. 10, 

page 4, and in No. 11, page 8 , which also mentions the UHVE. On 23 April the 
Ukrainian newspaper Svoboda printed in Jersey City repeated the sum and sub- 
stance of these Warsaw articles on its front page . 

3. On 27 April, AECASSOV/ARY 2 telephoned again with three pieces of 
information: 


A. On 15 June about IO 3 O hours a group of Ulcrainians from the United 

States mil depart for Kiev and Lvov. Most of the group will be old emigres 

connected with the Ukrainian Dally News , a pro -Communist newspaper. One of

York which he operated until about five years ago. According to Source,^^^lADUH

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is a "good inan"^ i.e., anti -Communist. He has his Soviet Visa already which 
will permit him to be in Lvov for foirr days. His address is 95-12 - 67 th Avenue^ 
Forest Hills, Hew York, Telephone: BO- 3033 O. HLADUH's daughter is allegedly 

working for the American Government in Japan as a clerk. A Ukrainian emigre 
physician in New York City, well kno^m to AECASSOWARY 2 (he was bom in the 
same town as AECASSOV/ARY 2), also thinlcs highly of HLADUN and has in fact been 
the HLADUN family doctor here in the United States . It is quite probable 
that this doctor (whose identity we mil establish) will want HLADUN to look 
up his own relatives in the Ulcraine . AECASSOWARY 2 suggested that HLADUN 
wovild be approachable by KUBARK and would be suitable for some sort of REDSKIN 
briefing. HLADUN is now a caterer by trade. SR/3-PP will try to get a POA on 
this man. 


B. AECASSOWARY 2 had just received a letter from Paris from one of 
his informants to the effect that the Ukrainian Dance Ensemble will attend the 
Vienna Youth Festival and possibly come in Autumn 1959 to Munich. His infor- 
mant in Paris had spoken with the Director of the group and between six and 
eight of the dancers. The Director, a famous elderly Ukrainian named^ETRUSECAI 
(fnu), gave the informant a signed photograph on which he wrote "Long live 


the Ukraine." The editor of the Ulcrainian Literaturna Hazeta

interviewed this old man and an article will appear in the current nimiber of 
the AECASSOWARY magazine on him. PETRUSKAI requested that a copy of this maga- 
zine ivLth the article be sent to hm in Kiev. 

C. Habiv^SCHIBER, General Secretary of the Anti -Communist League in 
Israel, visited the Prologue offices and talked, with AECASSOWARY 2 for about 
three hours . He told AECASSOWARY 2 that he had attended the anti -Coiranunist 
Conference in Guatamala. He also gave him a lot of information about his

activities in Israel. He is now having difficulty in returning because of his 
criticism of the Israeli Government. According to ASGASSOWiYRY 2 , SCKIBER had 
distributed leaflets in Ivashington during CASTRO' s visit in which he aiso x/as 
supposed to liave offered CASTRO advice based on his own experiences. 
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
